The Cape Playhouse counts itself parti- 
cularly fortunate to have the services of its 
talented scenic designers, Helen Pond and 
Herbert Senn, summer after summer, as 
those of you who have admired and marvel- 
ed at the striking and imaginative sets 
produced by Helen and Herbert every week 
will surely agree. The pair met at Col- 
umbia University about 20 years ago as 
graduate students; and after their first 
season working together in summer stock, 
they became hooked on the theatre and 
have been partners ever since, design- 
ning sets for the Playhouse in the sum- 
mer, for Broadway shows several win- 
ters, and most recently for Sarah Cald- 
well’s Boston Opera Company the past 
few seasons. If you should wander down 
to the scene shop, you will be greeted 
pleasantly and made to feel welcome as 
Helen and Herbert explain what they are 
busy designing, painting or building at the 
moment, 


Tom Bridwell, who has been associat- 
ed with our backstage crew since 1965, 
was the logical choice to promote to stage 
manager when our previous stage mana- 
ger, Lynn Montgomery, left us this sum- 
mer for an important job at the Berk- 
shire Theatre Festival. Tom is the Play- 
house poet who had a book of verse pub- 
lished last year. Working with him back- 
stage is his wife Joanne who has suc- 
ceeded the late Irene Fagan as wardrobe 
mistress. Joanne formerly worked as 
props assistant and box office assistant. 
Winters find her teaching art in the Or- 
leans school system. 


Robert Tompkins, who has done lighting 
for us the past three seasons, will be at 
North Carolina School of the Arts at Wins- 
ton-Salem after he leaves the Cape this 
fall, majoring in design.
